Tax on Freight 


Seen Only Levy 
To Be Lifted 


WASHINGTON UR» — C hances ap ­ 
p ear to fav o r congressional ag ree­ 
m ent on elim ination of the federal 
tax on freight despite ad m in istra 
tion opposition. 


The Senate late Friday v o te d 
to erase the 3 per cent levy on 
freight and the 16 per cent tax 
on passenger fares in passing a 
bill to continue for another year 
present rates on all major ex cis­ 
es and the 52 per cent tax on cor­ 
poration profits. 


In the absence of extension leg­ 
islation, 
these rates 
would drop 
autom atically on July I. 
The action sent the bill to con­ 
ference w ith the House, w hich e a rl­ 
ier voted to continue all tax es at 
p resen t ra te s. 
But in advance of conferences to 
com prom ise Senate-H ouse differen ­ 
ces, th ere w ere signs pointing to 
House re tre a t in favor of can cel­ 
ing the tax on freight. 
T here appeared to be little pros­ 
pect, how ever, for ag reem en t on 
cancelling the tax on passen g er 
tickets.

Pig Jowl Swelling 
Will Bear Watching 
This Time of Year 


Many spring pigs ar** now reach­ 
ing the age when jowl abscess t* s 
may be a problem, and the Amer­ 
ican Foundation for Animal Health 
urged farmers today to be on the 
lookout for signs of this problem. 
Sometimes known 
s " f e e d * . : 
boils’’ or “strangles of hogs,” this 
condition is a chronic infect i 0 u s 
disease which may affect 20 to 90 
per cert of a pig crop, if it gets a 
start. Veterinary medical authori­ 
ties say the disease freq u e n 11 y 
shows up during early sun.mer. 
The swellings may be the size 
of a golf ball or orange, under 
the skin near the pig’s j o w l . 
However, some abscesses may go 
undetected uatil the a n rn a I 
reaches market and is slaughter­ 
ed. 
If signs of jowl swellings a r e 
noticed, the Foundation sugges t s 
that a veterinarian examm e s the 
he~d, so hygienic steps, surg e r y 
and proper treatm ent can block-off 
iSJi\ad of the disease. 
Jowl swellings aDo occur in sev- 
I «*ral other swine diseases, and this 
may be a confusing factor, too. 
Authorities urged that farm e r a 
make certain they do not buy 
diseased animals, or appare n 1 1 J 
I ..ealthy animals from a diseas e d 
herd, for introduce ji into t h e i r 
own herd. Figs which show signs 
of jowl swellings should be segre 
gated, to avoid exposing heal t h y 
animals to the infection.

Deserves Care 


Attention Needed 
Right atter Harvest 


COLUMBUS - lf you plap to 
keep your strawberry bed another 
year, it will need some attention 
right after harvest. 
Eldon Banta, Ohio State Univer­ 
sity Extension horticulturist, lists 
j several steps to take in renewing 
a strawberry bed. They are: 
Remove mulch if necessary. 
Cut off leaves of the plants with 
a hand sickle or rotary lawn mow­ 
er. Set the mower blade high so it 
won’t injure plant crowns. 
Narrow the matted row of plants 
with a spade or tiller, leaving a 
row of plants 6 inches wide. Make 
thc row 8 to IO inches wide if it’* 
mid • summer. 
Cultivate the middles thoroughly 
and weed the row. Get every weed. 
Fertilize, especially* if the plants 
don’t appear vigorous and berries 
harvested earlier were small. Use 
a fertilizer high in nitrogen. If a 
nitrogen fertilizer is used, apply it 
at a rate of about 2 pounds for ev­ 
ery 50 feet of row. For a complete 
fertilizer, such as 10-10-10, the rate 
should be about 3 pounds for ev­ 
ery 50 feet of row. Apply thc fer­ 
tilizer along each side of the row, 
plus some in the row Brush it off 
plant leaves and crowns with a 
broom. 
If it s dry, water the planting 
thoroughly. Keep up watering as 
long as it s dry. Wet the soil to a 
depth of 5 or 6 .nches each time 
This usually takes about an inch 
of water over the area. 
Large plantings may justify the 
use of weed sprays. Apply these 
according to manufacturer’s direc­ 
tions. They work best when t h e 
soil is moist. 
lf you use a single plant system 
instead of matted rows for grow­ 
ing strawberries, cut off the run­ 
ners and keep the planting culti­ 
vated so runners won t take root.

It's Mamma 
Mosquito Who 
Will Bite You 


COLUMBUS — When It comes 
lo mosquitoes, it's the “ little wom­ 
an” who causes all the trouble 
She’s the one who bites, accord­ 
ing to D, Lyle Coleman, O h i o 
State University bug expert. 
Papa mosquito wouldn't hurt a 
flea. He’s not the least bit in­ 
terested in you. In fact, be s not 
Interested in much of anything 
—except mama mosquito. 
Coleman, whose official title is 
extension entomologist, says th e 
best way to keep mama mosquito 
from nipping you is to make your- 
a< lf as repulsive to her as possible. 
She simply can t stand the smell 
af certain chemicals — like diethyl 
toiuamide or dimethyl phthalate, 
ar others which go into the com­ 
position of insect repellents. Rub 
these repellents on your clothing 
and exposed parts of your body 
and mama mosquito will keep her 
distance. As far as she’s concern 
od, you’re a social outcast, a real 
stinker. Chances 
are she ll find 
someone else to bite.

Now lf she s ever given you a 
bad time, and you’re just itching 
for revenge, the thing to do is to 
go after not only mama mosquito 
but all her kin folk and offspring 
as well.

So Y o u Can Avoid It 


COLUMBUS — Family out i n g s, 
camping trips and hikes can be 
more enjoyable if you know how 
to identify poison ivy and avoid it, 
says Bob Davis, Ohio State U n i­ 
versity extension wildlife specialist.1 
Poison ivy is a (limbing v i n e 
that grows almost anywhere. 11 s 
leaves are arranged in groups of 
three and have a shiny pebbl e d 
surface. The leaves have a fe w 
coarse teeth, but are not sawtooth- 
ed. The plant also can be recog­ 
nized by its white berries. 
If you should encounter pois o n 
ivy, immediately wash all parts of 
your body that contacted it with a 
strong laundry soap and l a t h e r 
thoroughly several times. M i l d 
cases can be treated with bak in g 
soda or a drug store 
rem edy. 
Call a doctor for serious cases. 
Poison oak is similar to pots o n 
ivy in appearance, but is not gen­ 
erally found in Ohio, according to 
Davis.

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A Young Man's View of "Unfair Criticism 
# / 
Laff-A-Day 


We became interested the other day in 
some statements made by a young man 
just out of college who is now working in 
this city.* 
He appears to be a youth of promise as 


a worker. He seemed concerned, whether 
because of personal experiences or not we 
do not know, about too much criticism of 
young people by the older generations. 
While he may not be aware that much 
of this criticism comes from only a small 
percentage of older people, he apparently 
had the idea that so much was being said 
about “juvenile delinquents” which he 
contends a r e by no means all young 
people of teen - age; that a big percentage 
of such delinquency rested to a great ex­ 
tent in the laps of people in the 30 to 50 
age group, but that younger people were 
receiving most of the blame. 
Up to a point I believe he is right. How­ 
ever in order to get him to express him­ 
self more fully we asked him to write out 
some of his views and we are giving them 
here for whatever they are worth. Here is 
what he wrote: 
“Things aren’t like they used to be.” 
“This is a common stock - in - trade 
statement used by every generation. To­ 
day's young generation is being much 
downgraded for its flamboyant use of 
‘Rock n’ Roll.’ 
“So many people think and say that our 
teen - agers spend their time listening to 
their favorite entertainment i d o l s and 
wearing weird - looking clothes and do lit­ 
tle else. 
“These critics do not seem to believe 


that the young generation of today has 
anything left of the old American ideas 
and traditions; that it is impossible for the 
respected American culture of past dec­ 
ades to be kept alive among the teen­ 
agers of today. 
“It is my opinion that they disregard 
several points. One is the plight of most 
American universities today which are 
being overflowed almost to the bursting 
point. Who is causing this overflowing of 
our institutions of higher learning? It is 
largely the teen - agers who are being 
called ‘worthless’ but most of whom do 
not deserve being designated in this way. 
“Any thoughtful investigation will show 
that the universities are over - crowded 
with students nearly all of whom are 
studying hard to get ahead. Many have to 
sacrifice several years of earning power 
to get their educations. 
“A majority of them are conscientious 
young Americans, the kind who will be 
called upon to run this country and they 
are working hard in preparation in our 
schools and colleges today. 
“Some day a lot of critics will note that 
in the big problems of coming years even 
the ‘rock n’ roll” set of today easily may 
be leading citizens of our communities, or 
fighting for this country to preserve lib­ 
erty for all of us. 
“ My idea is that everybody should give 
the young generation a second thought be­ 
fore saying that most of them are irre­ 
sponsible and ‘no good’.’’

He rem ained in his 
Job until he died, unless he was 
throw n out by a m urderous rela­ 
tive or was driven out by a revo­ 
lution. as Oliver Cromwell d;ove 
out the Stuarts, as the Jacobins 
drove out the Bourbons, and the 
Bolsheviks drove 
out 
the 
Ro­ 
manovs. When relatives do the 
job, they often exile their de­ 
throned cousins; whe. the m ass­ 
es do it, they kill and it becomes 
a revolution. 
The political theory upoi which 
our country was establi s h e d 
is governm ent by the choice of 
the people. It is so stated in the 
D eclaration of Independ e rn c e: 
**. . . that to secure these rights, 
governm e n t s are instit u t e d 
am ong men, deriving their just 
pow ers from the consent of the 
gov i r n e d . . . . ” The very first 


words oi the Constitution are: 
“ We the people of the Unit e d 
States, in order to form a more 
perfect union. . . ” 
This m ay be 18th century theo­ 
ry, but it is the only reason that 
we have achieved so m uch in so 
short a tim e and without t h e 
appearance of such personalities 
as Stalin 
Hitler, Mussolini, N a­ 
poleon Bonaparte, Khrushch e v, 
De Gaulle, Peron, Trujillo a n d 
their counterparts in other c* un* 
tires.

Buying a high-fidelity phono­ 
graph doesn’t give you a license 
to blast the ear* oft everyone 
In the house and possibly Lhe 
entire neighborhood, or even of 
yourself.

Delicate Mechanism 
The ear mechanism, you must 
remember, is a delicate thing. 
It is not indestructible.

this 
mechanism enough so that it 
will never function as perfectly 
as before. 
Generally, this is more likely 
to occur In industry than in the 
home. But playing a Hi-Fi set 
too loud might be a contribut­ 
ing factor. 


Current Study 
A study is underway right 
now to determine the amount 
of Industrial hearing loss suf­ 
fered by Americans. 
This study points to the pos­ 
sibility that, under certain noise 
conditions, hearing damage oc­ 
curs within a few months of 
exposure instead of after many 
years as has been commonly 
thought. 
C. D. Yaffe, who is in charge 
of the Public Health Service 
study, reports: 
“With the increasing back­ 
ground of noise to which all 


subjected 
through the wider use of auto­ 
mobiles. trains, planes, buses, 
subways, power mowers, electric 
shavers, vacuum cleaners, out­ 
board motors, radio and televi­ 
sion sets and other sound and 
noise producing devices, we may 
be approaching the point where 
the hearing of a significant por­ 
tion of the population is being 
affected.” 


One Million Affected? 
The number of workers ex­ 
posed to hazardous noise levels 
probably exceeds the number 
exposed to any other occupa­ 
tional hazard, he says. It might, 
he adds, be more than 1,000,000 
persons 
There is one more thing to 
consider when playing the Hi- 
Fi, radio or TV set at home. 
As persons grow older, their 
ranges of sound between the 
audible and the disagreeable be­ 
come less and less. 
Therefore, while loud music 
might not damage their ears, 
it does make them very un­ 
comfortable. 
So use some common sense 
with that new Hi-Fi gadget

Pro-Billboard 
Drive Started 


Outdoor Ad Firms 
Outline Arguments 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - L et­ 
ters went out to m em bers of the 
Legislature today opposing enact­ 
ment of a billboard ban at next 
week’s special session. 
R, 
Brooke 
Alloway, Columbus 
attorney, distributed the protest on 
behalf of the Roadside Business 
Assn., composed of outdoor adver­ 
tisers. 
Gov. 
C. 
William 
O’Neill 
has 
asked the special session to ban 
billboards 
along 
interstate 
high­ 
ways in Ohio to qualify for a fed­ 
eral bonus to help construct m a­ 
jor thoroughfares. 
The governor urged a ban under 
the state’s police powers which 
would not entitle landowners to 
compensation. 
Alloway questioned the constitu 
tionality of the proposal. He said 
federal regulations have not been 
anrounced and that a law now 
might fail to obtain a bonus for 
Ohio. He said states have until 
July I, 1961 to qualify for the bo­ 
nus. 
“ It has never been the policy of 
Ohio to ban outdoor advertising 
except in established residential 
areas and park areas,” Alloway 
said. 
“ The hysteria created by inflam- 
atory newspaper stones and edi­ 
torials on the subject of outdoor 
advertising obscures the fact that 
very little of the territory trav ­ 
ersed by express highways is, in 
fact, scenery, and outdoor adver­ 
tising, particularly regarding serv­ 
ice to the traveling public, is an 
essential to efficient and com forta­ 
ble motor travel , . . 
“ You may be approached with 
the thought that there is no inten­ 
tion of extending anti - signboard 
legislation beyond 
the interstate 
highway system . If you will close­ 
ly analyze the groups who have 
agitated for many years for the en­ 
tire elimination of outdoor adver­ 
tising, you will realize that this is 
an illusion.” 
Alloway asserted that the in­ 
terstate highway 
ban 
would 
be 
only an opening wedge to destroy 
the outdoor advertising industry in 
Ohio.

U.S. Canada Slated 
To Review Proposals 


WASHINGTON (IP — 
Proposed 
tolls for ships using the St. Law ­ 
rence Seaway, opening next April, 
were m ade public this week. 
The proposals, said the St. Law. 
rence Seaway Development Corp., 
may form the basis of recom m en­ 
dations that it will subm it for ap­ 
proval by the U.S. governm ent. 
Sim ilar action, the corporation 
said, will he taken by the St. Law ­ 
rence Seaway Authority of C ana­ 
da. The two agencies 
are con­ 
structing and will adm inister the 
operation of 27 foot-deep interna­ 
tional w aterw ay. 
The recom m endations made pub­ 
lic were subm itted to the two agen­ 
cies by the U.S. and Canadian tolls 
com m ittees. The two, the corpora­ 
tion said, are in 
omplete agree­ 
ment. 
Main features of the proposed 
toll structure are; 
For each passage through the en­ 
tire 
seaw ay—M ontreal 
to 
Lake 
Erie—vessels will be charged six 
cents for each gross registered ton 
of the ship: and, in addition, 42 
cents a ton for bulk cargo and 93 
cents a ton for general cargo. 
(Bulk cargo includes such com ­ 
modities as grain and grain prod­ 
ucts loose or in sack, ores and m in­ 
erals, liquids in ships’ tanks, pulp­ 
wood, poles and logs, woodpulp, 
waste paper, iron and steel, scrap 
and pig iroo 
Domestic package 
freight of each country will also 
take the bulk cargo rate. 
“ All com m odities not included in 
the definition of bulk cargo will 
be classified as general cargo).” 
For partial transit of the new 
seaway facilities—between M ontre­ 
al and Lake Ontario—where there 
are seven 
locks, 
users 
will 
be 
charged 15 per cent of the applica­ 
ble toll for each lock transited. 
On 
the 
M ontreal 
-Lake 
E rie 
stretch of the seaway, Canada will 
receive 71 per cent of the tolls 
and the United States 29 per cent. 
Tolls collected for use of the Wel­ 
land Canal will go to Canada.

Japanese, Go, resum ed publication 
of the Fookien Times Feb. 8, a 
month 
after the first 
American 
forces landed on Luzon 
“With God we would go for­ 
w ard,” says Go “ He was m arch­ 
ing on to victory. His truth is still 
m arching on.”

SANTIAGO, Chile — The island 
of Robinson Crusoe not only actual­ 
ly exists, but soon may be easy to 
v i s i t as preparations are being 
completed to make the tiny island 
350 miles from here in the Juan 
Fernandez archipelago a w o r l d 
tourist attraction. 
Anyone who does go there will 
have it over Daniel 
Defoe, 
who 
wrote inc all • time classic a n d 
best - seller, The Life and Strange, 
Surprising Adventures of R o b i n - 
son Crusoe, published on A p r i l 
25, 1719, without ever being near 
the fabulous island where bis hero 
was shipwrecked. 


The fictional Robinson Crusoe’s 
inspiration was Alexand e r Sel­ 
kirk, although fewer people know 
that than can give the real names 
of some of today’s movie celeb­ 
rities. 
Selkirk was a Scottish mariner 
who in 1704 landed on a l i t t l e 
Island several miles wide and 13 
miles long, variously k n o w n es 
Mas Atierra or Santa C e c e l i a , 
•nd it took him four years and 
four months to get off again 
• • 
* 


S K I.K IR K recounted his adven­ 
tures to the Kngl i s h Journal i s t 
•nd political writer in a meeting 
with Defoe at the home of Mrs. 
Damans Daniel in Bristol 
After­ 
ward he told Mrs. Daniel that he 
gave Defoe ail his papers, 
b u t 
apparently never complained that 
the author never gave hun f u l l 
credit. 
The archipelago to which C r u- 
aoc's island belongs cons i s t a of 
two main islands, a small isl e t, 
and scattered rocks. The highest 
point is a rugged volcanic moun­ 
tain, E l Yunque, about 3,000 feet 
high. 
Visitors will find it much as 
Defoe described it, writing oaten 
sibly the mem o i r s of Robinson 


Robinson Crusoe's Island. 


Crusoe, although it is more heav­ 


ily wooded than in the story. 


Defoe’s 
book 
pro b a b I y 
has 


been known to more people using 


all languages than perh a p a any 
other in history except the Bible, 
and it was a miracle of vivid I y 
imaginative writing, because Defoe 
had never been to sea when he 
wrote it.

D E FO E was no Johnny • come* 
lately at writing, though, because 
in his lifetime he was to write two 
other great classics, the novel Moll 
Flanders and his immortal Journal 
of the Plague Year, as well as lit­ 
erally thousands of other works. 


Defoe edited a t h r i c e-weekly 
newspaper, w r i t t e n mainly by 
himself During a stormy car e e r 
he often was imprisoned because 
of his politics, and was pillor i e d 
for t h r e e days. His experience 
with the kind of solitude be wrote 


about in Robinson Crusoe was ac 
tual. 
He is so famous for his great 
historical imagination, which en 
abled him to w r i t e about the 
London plague as if he had lived 
through it, that Robinson Crusoe 
and the island where he was cast 
adrift often have been t h o u g h t 
of as wholly figments of his im 
agination. 
The descend a n t s of Crusoe’s 
man, Friday, the native he encoun 
tered and who became his friend 
now number 434. Nobody seems to 
have talked to American hotelman 
Conrad Hilton 
about 
building 
a 
“ Hilton • Crusoe” there, but visit­ 
ors will not have the trouble Sel­ 
kirk had either in getting on or off 
the island.

An additional come-on to tour­ 
ists may be that Mas A tie rra 
became a favorite hideo u I 'or 
buccaneers who found it a con­ 
venient place to store their loot 
after raiding Span i s h galleons 
carrying gold and gems f r o m 
South America to Mexico. 
Enterprising as he was, Crusoe 
apparently 
never discovered 
the 
delectable shellfish that are 
Mas 
Atierra’s greatest claim to fame 
today. The small lobsters reach the 
mainland in schooners and are a 
table delight all over South Amer- 
. lea.
